New York, September 21.—Inspector 
Byrnes has received no information of Miss 
Bettie Jewell and Mr. Albert Leavitt, for 
whom, at the request of Mrs. A. G. Spratt 
of Indianapolis, on Wednesday .night, he 
caused a general alarm to be sent out.

PATCH Mrs. Spratt said, yesterday: 

“It is more especially Mr. Leavitt I desire 
to see. He has in his possession certain pa- 
pers on which depend a fund of $100,000, held 
in trust for me by the late Geo. W. Jewell, 
Miss Jewell’s brother, whose private secre- 
tary Mr. Leavitt was. 

MISS JEWELL IS ABOUT 30 YEARS 


of age, of medium height, rather buxom in 
build, fair complexion and a very attractive, 
accomplished and refined young lady. She 
inherited an estate of $1,000,000 from her 
parents, and on her brother’s death, which 
occurred about six months ago, came into 
possession of his estate, which is estimated 
to be worth $2,000,000. Her brother, who 
was 50 years ola when he died, was & bach- 
elor, and, with his sister and Mr. Leavitt, 
for the last twelve years traveled extensively, 
having no fixed abode, and spending most of 
the time in Italy, where they movad in the 
highest circles of society. Mr. Jewell had 
no business, his great fortune enabling him 
to speculate. He was interested in Texas 
lands. He was a mostestimable gentleman 
in every respect, and I 

NEVER FELT THE SLIGHTEST UNEASINESS 
about having my trust fund in his care.’’ 

‘*W hat caused his death ?”’ 

“He was attacked with typhoid fever in 
Italy, and returning to New York prepared 
to go to California to recuperate his health. 
Mr. Leavitt and Miss Jewell traveled with 
him, and I saw them as they passed through 
indianapolis. In Calitornia Mr. Jewell died 
and then Mr, Leavitt was taken with the 
same disease.”’ 

“What sort of a man is Mr. Leavitt?” 

*‘He is also a bachelor, about 50 years of 
age, and well preserved for his age. 
He enjoyed Mr. Jewell’s confidence to the 
fullest extent, during the tweive years that 
he was that gentleman’s private secretary, 
and, of course, tuok charge of all the papers 
on Mr. Jewell’s decease. That is how he 
cane into possession of my papers, which, I 
understand, he has deposited in some bank 
in this city, but which one I cannot tell.

Little Richard Whalen, ‘Matinee Dick,” 
as he was called, sent a bullet crashing 
throtigh his brain last nieht at Esher’s ‘Al- 
bambra Theater and was carried out of the 
saloon a corpse. He was a slender young 
fellow, a boy in appearance, with a white 
skin, blue eyes and black hair, prominent 
cheek-bones and chin, and was regarded by 
everybody as a quiet, gentlemanly young 
man. The pistol with which he committed 
suicide had just a moment before been 
pointed at the head of the woman who had 
made a fool of him, but his un- 
fortunate hand was more. unerring 
in the last’ shot than inthe first, and the 
woman thus escaped being killed. The last 
act in the programme of the show was being 
performed in the theater, and the house was 
nearly empty, but the 

TWO REPORTS OF THE PISTOL 
drew into the bar-room an immense crowd, 
who vainly tried to obtain a look at the limp 
figure whose life-blood was crimsoning the 
beer-stained saw dust near the bar. A phy- 
sician made his way through the throng, and, 
stooping over the body, saw that he was not 
peeded—the bov was dead. ‘The woman who 
was shot became the center of attraction 
then, and she and _ her husband were 
questioned by friends, who wished to 
know the motive of the tragedy.

BEFORE THE LABOR COMMITTEE. 


F. B. Thurber, the Anti-Monopolist, 
Explains a Thing or Two, 


New York, September 21.--The Senate 
Sub-Committee on Labor and Education had 
before them as a witness to-day, F. B. Thur- 
ber, leader of the Anti-Monopoly League. 
The witness believed the unsatisfactory state 
of relations existing between labor and cap- 
ital, which prevailed to a considerable ex- 
tent in this country, ~was due to the enor- 
mous changes consequent upon the dis- 
covery and utilization of steam and’ 


electricity, which within a Pec pe an 
few years had revolutionized all depar 
ments of production and comments, ane to a 
reat extent affairs of society. ithin the 
ast fifty years new forces have arisen, for 
which our laws are entirely inadequate, and 
these have been allowed to be monopolized 
by afew. With these forces had come the 
tremendous development of machinery and 
corporate organization, all of which had con- 
ferred great : 
BENEFITS UPON HUMANITY, 

asa whole. But this development had taken 
place without proper regulations, afd a 
corps of attending evils had sprung up in 
consequence.. He did not attribute all the 
ills of society the to effects of this kind of 
monopoly. There were many causes: 
such as land monopoly, caqresey monopoly. 
transportation monopoly, tariffmonopoly, 
combination intrade monopoly, taxation, 
intemperance and ignorance, which have a 
bearing upon the problem. 

In regard to the carrying trade of the 
world, the highways on land could be mo- 
nopolized, while on sea thé exaction of the 
carrier could be held in check by competi- 
tion. ‘The majority of our law-makers were 
interested directly or indirectly in corporate 
enterprises and the statutes were enacted in 
that interest.

The Chicago, 
Inter-Ocean, however, being a Republican 
organ, has taken up the cudgels for these, 
puissant extortioners and tries to read the 
great Judge Coo._rey of Michigan out of the 
party, and to brand him as a Communist be- 
cause he has shown that neither law, justice 
nor sound public policy is on the side of their 
extravagant claims. Taking the absurdly 
untenable ground that “the railways have 
had no favors from the State,” the Inter- 
Ocean reels off an elaborate semblance of 
argument which resolves itself at last into 
this dogmatic dictum: 

The rights of the public over a railway as a 
common carrier are all exhausted when the duty 
is enforced of carrying equally for ali. The State 
has BO more power to set a limit on the earnings 
of the capitai of a common carrier than of a spe- 
ciai carrier, a farmer, or a lawyer. 

Now the State lends no bonds, gives no 
lands and exercises no power of eminent do- 
main to set the hackman, the carter, or the 
teamster up in business, nor does it give him 
a monopoly of the use of any public high- 
way. He may be areal estate owner whose 
property is heavily taxed tO make and repair 
a street. Yet, after he has bought and paid 
for his horse and cart, or his wagon and 
team, and even paid a license. tax for the 
privilege of using them in the common car- 
rier’s business, the State puts a limit to his 
charges and hia earnings. The State reg- 
ulates the charges and thereby limits the 
earnings of the old negro’s ricketty job-cart 
and crippled mule. 

The Jnter-Ocean denouhces as “Commun- 
ism” Judge CooLry’s doctrine that the State 
can and should justly exercise over a quasi- 
public corporation, clothed with monopoly 
powers and special privileges, the same regu- 
lating power which it exercises over the pri- 
vate property and earnings of the poor carter 
Verily, the wildest commun- 
ism is that which is proclaimed by the mon- 
opolists themselves, It is the Communism 
of Robin Hood.

With her small, well-set head, her 
shapely shoulders, her rounded arms and her 
lithe figure, she looks like some Greek statue into 
which a Pygmalion has breathed life. And she 
acts as Weil as she looks. Parthenia in her hands 
is a simple, unaffected girl; when with the bar- 
barians she thinks no ill, and by her maidenlike 
bearing passes unscathed, likea Una among the 
lions.

The holiday oyer, St. Louisans are return- 
ing from their summer dissipations, and, as 
a consequence, the churches are once more 
well filled, and the sweg singers have re- 
sumed the task of delighting the ears of the 
goodly with sacred music.

RELICS OF A DUEL. 


The Pistols Usedin the Fight Between 
Barton and Rector. ; 

Capt. P. M. Rector of the Wharf and Har- 
bor Service, received this morning from Me- 
Minnsville, Tenn., the two pistols used in 
the duel on Bloody Isiand, now East St. 
Louis, in September, 1842, between William 
Rector and Lawyer Barton of St. Louis. The 
duei, which is mentioned at length in the 
early history of Lilinois, was fought just at 
daybreak and resulted in the almost instant 
death of Barton, The cause of the sad af- 
fair was a report published in one of the St. 
Louis papers d& which Barton charged Thos. 
Rector, then Surveyor-General of Missouri, 
with corruption in officeen Wm. Rector, 
@ brother to the —surveyor-general. 
noticed the article and, taking — sides 
with nis brother, at once detailed a messen- 
ger to Lawyer Barton’s, calling for the im- 
mediate retraction of the article in question, 
oraduel. Barton at once auswered, repeat- 
ing dis previous assertion and announced 
that he was ready to accept the challenge. 
In the fight Barton fired the first shot, but 
missed Rector, when the latter took aim and 
sent a ball through Barton’s heart. Since 
the fight the pistols have been_in possession 
of Gen. W. N.R. Beall, of MeMinusville, 
Tenn. The General died August 1st, and in 
his last will requested that the pistols 
be forwarded to his nearest relative, Capt. 
P. M. Rector, of St. Louis. The General's 
wife forwarded them, and they were re- 
ceived by express this morning. The pistols 
are entirely of brass, with the exception of 
the haudles, which are made of wood, and 
weigh about three pounds each, are 18 inches 
long. and carry a bullet one-inch in diame- 
ter.

He won his title by gallantry before the 
walls of Cerro Gordo, a captain in Scott’s 
army, and ise has maintained his fame for 
prowess by many personal encounters since, 
in all of which he handied himself well. He 
affects the quality divine to politicians—of 
an infallible memory for names and faces, 
and isnot above the crudestarts of a dema- 
gogue. One evening at Stanford, while he 
was dining with some friends in an upper 
room at the town hotel, one of his admirers 
stumbled across “Buck” Combs, who had 
been a bugler in Williams’ regiment during 
the war. They had not met since. Combs 
got his Dugie and, accompanied by an im- 
mense crowd, went dowi to serenade his old 
commander with war melodies. Standing 
under his wingow he lifted up the old regi- 
mental call to “‘boot and saddie.” He re- 
peated it once and again.

The Feats of Sword-Swallowers, Fire- 
£Katers and Stone-Chewers. 
¥rom the London Telegraph. 

Not long ago Ramo Samo earned a subsist- 
ence by swallowing swords, and in getting 
his living came by his death. Indeed, things 
much more wonderful than this have been 
achieved, if we are to believe all we are told. 
In the year 1826 one “M. Chabert,” deserib- 
ing himself as “‘the Continental Salaman- 
der,’’ performed the following feats at the 
White Conduit gardens; Having partaken 
of a hearty meal of phosphorus washed down 
with a copious draught of oxalic aed in a 
solution of arsenic, he drank off a jorum of 
boiling oil, and with his naked hand helped 
himself to a serving of molten lead by way 
of desert. On another occasion the ‘*Mon- 
sieur’’ walked—like Shadrack, Meshach and 
Abednego in the Book of Daniel—into a fiery 
furnace, stayed in some considerable space 
Oi time aud came out whole and unburnt. 
Ile represented the furnace as hotter than it 
really was, though as a matter of fact he 
took In with him a raw beeisteak and brought 
it out brviled touaturn. Strutt, from his own 
personal knowledge, gives the case of ‘a pro- 
lessed fire-eater named Powell, whom he 
had seen perform during the latter half of the 
eighteenth century. and who was well known 
iu different parts of the kingdom at that 
period. Powell used to eat burning coals 
frum the fire. He could place a bunch of 
lighted matches in his mouth and blew the 
sinoke of the sulphur through his nostrils; 
and he thought nothing of carrying a red+ 
hot iron heid between bis teeth round the 
room. When Powell wanted to broil a steak 
he took a piece of lighted charcoal and laid 
it under his tongue, on top of which he 
placed the beef. He would then request 
one of the bystanders to biow up the tire 
with his breath uutil the meat was cooked. 
This gentleman’s soup consisted of pitch, 
brimstone and molien lead, which he liked 
Dest in a state of liquefaction, ‘blazing 
furiously. Strutt has another case—that of 
a conteiporary artist, who, says the vera- 
cious chronicler, “amused the public and 
filled his pockets by eating stones,” which, it 
is said, he actually cracked between his 
teeth and afterward swallowed. Then, there 
is the ‘linker of ‘i witnam. in the old comedy 
of “The Two Maids of Moreclacker,” who 
could “lick out burning firebrands with his 
tongue and drink twopence from the bottom 
of afuil bottle of ale.” Our old friend of 
country fairs and race-courses, ‘the Anglo- 
North American Indian, with his trick of 
aking a meal of lighted tow, is not, by 
comparison, the wonderful artist he would 
have us believe him to be. Inthe East, es- 
pecially, are mwany persons who follow the 
protession of eating powdered giass and 
swallowing swords, and who certainly would 
not make two bites at a poker.

THE POLICE SCANDAL. 


Investigation Begun by the Grand 
Jury. 


The Chief of Police Before the Secret 
Tribunal—Alleged Attempt to Bribe 
the Chief with $10,000. 


Yesterday afternoon the grand jury began 
a guiet but promising investigation of the 
reports of police corruption.

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A SHAMEFUL NUISANCE. 


The Blockading of Olive Street at 
Ninth—Where Are the Police? 

Six oreightof the Olive street cars and 
three or four of the Ninth street fine were 
blockaded this morning at the intersection 
of these two lines; Ninth and Olive streets. 
One would have thought that a serious acci- 


dent of some kind had happened in that lo- 
cality; that the wall of a building had 
fallen out, ora sewer had caved in; but 
upon investigating the cause of the blockade 
it was discevered that one miserable little 
wagon loaded with bricks had stationed it- 
self directly across the Ninth street line and 
.the driver was leisurely pitching out two or 
three bricks at a time, utterly regardless of 
the delay he was causing 100 business men 
and apparently indifferent to it. This is 
not only a nuisance but an outrage which 
should be suppressed. From 7:30 0’clock 
until 9 this morning ears on both these lines 
were delayed from five to ten and fifteen 
minutes by this abominable nuisance of a 
wagon unloading ~ bricks, It is not 
enough for the person superintending 
the construction of thai building 
to be permitted to blockade the sidewalk and 
one half the street with amass of lumber 
and bricks, without choosing the very hou r 
in the morning hee the street cars are bus- 
iest, to have: his wagons stand aéross the 
track and dump their loads? . The expres- 
sions of gentlemen in the cars that were so 
detained this morning. were certainly 
very forcible and unanimous on the point 
that it was a case in which the police should 
interfere to protect the rights of the streef 
cars. The Olive street line is sufficiently in- 
convenienced at present by the repairs that 
are being made in the vicinity of Jeffer- 
son avenue, and it is a shame that 
fifty or a hundred business men should 
be compelled to get to their 
offices analfan our laver by reason of 
such nuisances as the above, They are be- 
coming entirely too frequent and it is about 
time for the police to interfere. and protect 
the rights of the public.
